Dr. Scarborough’s appeal was for 
the organization of a strong cen- 
tral board of education, and for a 
definitely organized program of edu- 
cation among southern Baptists.

Since 
young people are being educated in 
Baptist schools, he pleaded’ for a 
defensive stabilizing program 
against the tendencies of _ state 
schools that would unmask the ig- 
norance of democracy. The Christ- 
less theology of the day and the 
growing enlightenment of heathen- 
iam, he declared, as well as mis- 
taken leadership among Baptists 
urged him to appeal for the central 
board of education. 

He judged the time to be at hand 
for southern Baptists to assume the 
offensive in spiritual propaganda 
against untrained evangelists and to 
train new recruits for leadership. 
Believing the central board would 
be effective in creating an educa- 
tional conscience and promotive of 
larger liberality among Baptist peo- 
ple, as well as helping to win the 
world for Christ, he pleaded earnest- 
ly that the board be created. 

Referred to Committee. 

A motion to table the educational 
commission’s report by Rev. H. L. 
Winburn, of Arkansas, 
down, and the report with Dr. Scar- 
borough’s appeal was referred to the 
education committee to be reported 
back. It is believed that the south- 
ern Baptists will create the new 
board, and that the program to raise 
$15,000,000 for southern’ Baptist 
schools will be carried out by that 
board. At all events, the educational 
movement in the Baptist ranks is 
on in earnest, and the matter will be 
the most earnestly debated of any 
that will come up at this session.

The 
crematory engineer gave the engi- 
neer of the gas plant the steam 
through the one-inch pipe in ex- 
change for coal and coke. The mat- 
ter was so insignificant that no rec- 
ord was made of it, and the entire 
thing of so trifling a nature that no 
report was made of it to the gas 


/company officials, 


To Investigate. 

“We will investigate the matter 
more fully, however,” said Mr. Ark- 
wright, “and as seon as possible, 
we will prepare an exhaustive state- 
ment with reference to this steam 
line. 

“The gas company could not have 
used the steam coming from this 
one-inch pipe with which to manu- 
facture gas (as a visit to the gas 
plant later proved), and the in- 
ference that the gas company has 
been ustng steam from the city plant 
for the purpose of making gas, 
while at the same time asking for 
an increase in its rates because of

AUSTRIANS COME 
~ TOBE SENTENCED 


Vienna Delegation Reach- 
es St. Germain Near 
Paris—Austrians Were 
Received Courteously 
and Seemed in Good 
Spirits. 


Paris, 
trian chancellor, brought his peace 
delegation and attendants to St, 
Germain, near Paris, today and ata 
later date will appear before the 
representatives of the allied and 
associated powers to receive the 
conditions which will spell peace 
for the former empire. 
ae. notable feature of the recep- 
_tion was the absence of Germans, 
who had requested permission to 
greet the Austrians, but had been 
| denied this privilege. The prefect 
|of the Cepartment, M. Chaleil, met 
the Austrians courteously, and al- 
though there was no official hand- 
shaking, many members of the par- 
ty were greeted by unofficial hand- 
shakes from old acquaintances as 
they were being shown to the wait- 
ing automobiles. 

The delegates then proceeded un- 
der military escort to the villas set 
aside for them overlooking the val- 
ley of the Seine and Paris and 
lacking the high fences and sentries 
so much in evidence at Versailles. 

Chancellor Renner was apparent- 
ly in excellent spirits. He smiled 
engagingly and his eyes shone as 
he greeted the representatives of 
the allied countries. In the course 
of his remarks he said, among other 
things: 

“IT hope I may go away 
joyful a heart as I bring.” 
Crowd Showed Curiosity. 

St. Germain was at its loveliest 
this afternoon when the Austrian 
| delegatiom was received, 
strict military regulations were en- 
forced and the crowds of villagers 
held back by sentries from the rail- 
way station and the shady avenues 
through which the delegates were 
hurried to their abiding place, such 
precautions were unnecessary, for 
the crowds displayed mild curiosity 

rather than hostility. 

The brilliant, warm day enhanced 
the beauty of the historic town, 
Whose villas were embowered in 
blooming lilac hedges, with chest- 
nut groves in ful) flower. 

Under official escort, the cor- 
respondents and others were con- 
ducted ceremoniously to the _§sta- 
tion through streets from which 
other traffic had been barred. It

appeared to be shared by them, for 
they emerged smiling from their 
special train. 

It was a cosmopolitan crowd 
which awaited the delegation and 
the French, English, Italian, Japa- 
nese and American journalists and 
officers.

TRIAL OF ED WISE 
IN MURDER CASE 
OPENS TUESDAY 


A murder trial every day is the 
way this week has gone so far in| 
the criminal division of the superior | 
court. Thursday the fourth will 
come up, that of Ed Wise for ‘the 
murder of his roommate, Grover C.
